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1. FOREIGN MINISTER VAN DER STOEL SOUGHT ME OUT AT TURKISH 
NATIONAL DAY RECEPTION OCT 29 TO PURSUE PROBLEMS CONNECTED 
WITH CIVIL AIR RELATIONS (REFTEL). I TOOK 

THE OPPORTUNITY TO EXPRESS MY SATISFACTION AT OUTCOME OF LAST 
WEEK'S CIV AIR NEGOTIATIONS IN LIGHT OF DIFFICULT BEGINNING 
WHICH THEY HAD HAD. I COMMENTED FAVORABLY ON THE MODERATING 
ROLE WHICH MINISTER OF TRANSPORTATION WESTERTERP AND STATE 
SECRETARY BRINKHORST HAD PLAYED. VAN DER STOEL REPLIED THAT 
GON WAS STILL EXTREMELY CONCERNED IN VIEW OF ENORMITY OF OUR 
INITIAL DEMANDS FOR REDUCTION IN KLM TRAFFIC. HE STRESSED 
SPECIAL PLACE THAT KLM HAS AS LARGE EMPLOYER AND NATIONAL SYMBOL 
IN EYES OF DUTCH PEOPLE. HE HOPED US WOULD DO ITS VERY BEST NOT TO 
SQUEEZE KLM TOO HARD IN VIEW OF GOOD RELATIONS WHICH PRESENTLY 
EXIST BETWEEN US AND NETHERLANDS. 

2. 1 ASURED MINISTER HIS VIEWS WOULD BE REPORTED IN WASHINGTON. 

THE MAJOR PROBLEM NOW, IT SEEMED TO ME, WAS THAT ENERGY COSTS 
ARE NOW SO ENORMOUS THAT PROFOUND RATIONALIZATION OF TRANS- 
ATLANTIC TRAFFIC WILL HAVE TO TAKE PLACE. PERHAPS THIS WILL 
ULTIMATELY REQUIRE MERGER OF SOME EUROPEAN LINES SUCH AS 
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SCANDINAVIAN, DUTCH AND BELGIAN. IN ANY EVEN, I SAID, THERE WILL 
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HAVE TO BE A SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTION IN KLM'S SIXTH FREEDOM 
TRAFFICE. NOT ONLY DOES THIS TRAFFIC VIOLATE SPIRIT AND LETTER 
OF BILATERAL, BUT IS BASICALLY WASTEFUL, E.G., A PASSENGER IN US 
WISHING TO GO ONLY TO ENGLAND SHOULD CERTAINLY NOT TRAVEL THERE 
VIA AMSTERDAM. 

3. WITH REFERENCE TO CIVAIR NEGOTIATIONS, PRESS THIS MORNING 
REPORTED SUBSTANCE OF LETTER FROM WESTERTERP TO SECOND CHAMBER 
IN WHICH HE EXPRESSED FEAR THAT CONSEQUENCE OF US DEMANDS 

ON KLM WILL BE SO SERIOUS THAT THEY COULD AFFECT GENERAL 
RELATIONS BETWEEN US AND NETHERLANDS. EXCERPTS FROM LETTER 
FOLLOW SEPTEL. 

4. MINISTRY OF TRANSPORTATION HAS ANNOUNCED THAT WESTERTERP 
WILL HEAD DELEGATION GOING TO WASHINGTON NEXT MONTH.
